They had heard of oll companies and 
oil stocks before, but the feature that 
impressed them aM was that the stock 
could not be assessed. One of the 
court interpreters, who stays in China- 
town, tried to warn Woo Chuck Hing 
tha; the stock could not be made non- 
assessable under the laws of this 
State, but Woo Chuck would not hear 
warning. . 

e had the word of the oll men for 
it that the stock was not to be as- 
sessed; and the envelopes which car- 
ried the shares to them are still in ex- 
istence, bearing the words, “Woo 
Chuck Hing (or whatever the name 
of the recipient happened to be.) fully 
pail and non-assessable.” 

DIDN'T PAN OUT. 

The Hercules Oil Company did not 
pan out. The field operations were a 
failure. It was then decided to turn 
the corporation into a refining concern, 
under the head of Hercules Uti Re- 
fining Company. It was arranged so 
that the holders of Hercules stock 
might turn back their stock in the 
fleld company and receive stock in re- 
turn in the refining company. 

The first of the refining opera 
were mot successful,. and 
ment of 5 cents a share was levied.

Improvements amounting to upward 

of $140,000 have been completed in the 
Sunset oil district within the past 
thirty days. 
2? More than one hundred new derricks 
have been erected in this territory, 
and before January 1 several! others 
will have been added to the list. 

“Although as yet but a small per 
iss on. “uction of the Sun- 
set district is being shipped,” said 
Manager Wellington of the Dayton Oil 
Company in this city yesterday, ‘‘de- 
velopment in that field is in full swing 
and thousands of dollars have been ex- 
pended in new improvements within 
the past few weeks. 

“On the Pittsburgh property fourteen 
derri¢ks haye been installed, or are in 

the process of erection. The Dayton 
company, on the northwest quarter of 
section 9%, 23, 23, has just installed a 
drilling outfit and has let a contract 
for a well 1500 feet deen. 

“The Sunset Center has decided to 
drill seven wells eae the coming 
year, and has begun already the in- 
stalling of three rigs.

Only the fact that the highwayman’'s 
was singie-acting .prevented A.

Riggs told him he had no watch and 
referred him to a jewelry store in that 
vicinity. Instead of complying with

Riggs obeyed at once, and the robber, 
placing the gun behind him, com- 
manded his victim to go into a lumBer 
yard near-by. When they reached that 
place the highwayman pearch- 
ing Riggs with one hand while he 
held the gun with the other. In 80 
doing he got the gun within reach 
of his victim’s hands and Riggs sud- 
denly grabbed the weapon and at the 
same time struck the hwa n in 
the face.

| BIGGEST TRAVELING CRANE—COMPARE WITH MAN BELOW. 


Hoisting great wagonloads of heavy 
Girt out of a dep pit is no trick at 
all with a crane that has a lifting 
capacity of twenty tons. Such is the 
novel sight to be seen at the new 
powerhouse of the Pacific Light and 
Power, Company on Third street, be- 
tween Los Angeles and San Pedro 
streets. 

A big excavation is being made to 
install the foundation for a J000-horse- 
power engine, which the company

FREAK LETTER PRETENDS TO 
: GIVE CLEW TO MYSTERY. 


Officers Who Have Been Working on- 


ths Case for Months Put No Confidence 
fin the Strange Revelations—House 
Bore Heavy Insurance—Case May Go 
to Court.

A remarkable letter. which reads 
ike the ravings of a lunatic and pre- 
tends to disclose a diabolical plot, was 
received yesterday by City Attorney 
Mathews. It relates to the three mys- 
terious fires that occurred at No. 733 
Btewart street in a house occupied by 
Mrs. E. Arnold. 

The epistie is composed entirely of 
words cut from various newspapers 


4 and the only handwriting in evidence 


the name “Mrs. E. Arnold,”’ which is 
written in ink on envelope paper and 
appears to be the superscription from 
a letter. This name is pasted on the 
blank sheet of writing paper in the 
proper place. The document is smeared 
all over with foul-smeiling gum. and 
was mailed in a perfectly plain en- 
velope large size. The address was 
made up of words apparently cut from 
three different newspzapers, as follows: 


“William B. Mathews, City Attorney, 


City Hall, in Los Angeles.” The letter 
was mailed before 9:30 o'clock a.m. 
from some letter box in the city. 

Although the letter appears to have 
been written by a student of the meth- 
ods of “Lewis the Light,” or “Count 
Polinski,” of local fame, there were 
certain incidents in connection with 
the mysterious fires to which it ew- 
dently relates, that indicate that there 
Was method in the macness. 

The first fire of recor€é at No. 733 
Stewart street occurred May 21 at 12:45 
o'clock a.m. Much difference of opin- 
fon exists as to the cause :f this fire, 
it being ascribed to a defective filue 
on the books of the fire department, 


‘and upon other records to . pot of 


The loss 
is estimated at about $50, as the fre 
department extinguished the fames be- 


~ gore they made much headway. 


June 15 at 9 o'clock in the evening 
another fire was discovered in the 
house. On the fire department records 
the cause of the fire is put down as 
wnknown. The damage is variously es- 
timated at from $5 to $500, most of the 
roof burning off before the fire was put 
out. A reporter for The Times was 
on the grourd before the firemen and

‘he discovered a train of oil-soaked pa- 


per carefully laid in the garret from 
the scuttle to the spot where the tele- 
phone wires entered the house, it being 
the evident intention of the person who 
get the fire to have It appear that it 


jresulted from crossed wires. On the 


‘face of the scuttle there was a long 
acratch wherea match had been drawn 
across the wood. 

A third and successful attempt to 
burn the house was made June 21 quiie 
late at night. This time the fire gained 
isuch headway that the department 
could not save the structure, and both 
‘house and furniture went up in smoke. 
There were many suspicious circum- 
stances about this fire also, and offi- 
cers for the city and the insurance 
company have been working on the 
\cage ever since. Many depositions have 
been taken in the event that suit is 
brought to force the payment of the 


insurance which has been withheld by. 


the company pending investigation. 
The house was a one-and-a-half-story 


frame dwelling, and was insured with. 


the contents for $5500 in a New Jersey 
insurance company. 

The detectives who have been work- 
ing on the case had not heard of the 
letter when interviewed by a reporter 
last night, but they believe it a ruse 
to mislead them. There appears to be 
no doubt from the evidence already ac- 
cumulated that the fire was of incen- 
diary origin, but who wrote the mys- 
terious letter and whether the writer, 
Or More properly “‘paster,”’.is the one 
who tried to burn the house, is an 
unsolved problem. Perhaps some one 
will be able to unravel_the skein by 
reading the following: 

“Information furnished—The origin 
of the fire is unknown, but is supposé1 
to have beefi from three fires which 
Originated in the building of Mrs. E 
Arnold, which had been started by me 
with the idea to destroy the building 
occupied by the woman herself. I re- 
ceiyed $600 for the work, and should 
get $1000 more if the women should be 
slowly roasted to death, killed, burned, 
cooked to death, and been killed by ur- 
gent necessity, but {t would be ac- 
knowledged as extraordinary accident 

“De pote what I would 
catch—serntence to fan Quentin, but 
the Arnold woman be an innocent 
victim and killed or lying dead her 
home. The widow will succeed end 
win. She hated her bitteriv and she 
would not care to be perfectly pluin, a 
murderers. The unhappy Arnold 
woman is reported very near death's 
door. She, innocent of crime, ar. to 
be exonerated. Her husband krows 
nothing of the plot «nd no blame for 
him. I have kept silent for :heir in- 
nocent. I must, however, tell the 
truth. Villiany. It was the hardest un- 
dertaking of my life, but I felt that I 
could not be a party to the «rime by 
my silence. I want you to tell Arnold 
ff necessary could never deal the worst 
‘and death blow to that poor ,little 
woman upon whom death itself had al- 
ready printed its seal. Right or not 
right, I must get away I'm myself 
going East. ‘John Doe.” 

Below the John Doe signature Is 
pasted the name of a man who has 
something to do with the case. The 
surname is Smith. If is not lieved in 
informed quarters tnit Smith wrote 
the letter_however. ©nre of the depo- 
sitions on file was mide by S-rith end 
he testifies to some‘hing cuite the re- 
verse to the revelations in the hiiesr it 
is understood.

TD LANTON DUNCAN'S WILL 
18 DECLARED INVALID. 


‘MRS. KATFERINE LEWIS WINS HER 


BIG LAW ‘SUIT. 
Judge Shaw Declares That Col. Duncan 
Was Insane and not Capable of Dis- 
posing of His Property<Mrs. Lewis 


Triumphs in Spite of All the Gossip 
and Slander. 


Athough she had to make J 
a target for slander and spicy gossip 
to do it, Mrs. Katherine Lewis has 
succeeded in breaking the will of her 
eccentric father, Col. Blanton Duncan 
of Kentucky. 

As the closing act of his career as 
a Superior Judge, Judge Shaw -yes- 
terday handed down a decision in 
which he held that Col. Duncan was 
insane and that his will is worthless. 
His money, consequently, goes to his 
daughter, Mrs. Lewis, who is his only 
heir-at-law. 

The will cut Mrs. Lewis out utterly. 
Duncan left his money to a great 
number of legatees, including doctors 
who had attended him; superior 
judges who had tried his cases, and 
among others, J. Marion Brooks, and 
one Ah Sam. ‘ 

Mrs. Katherine Lewis contested the 
will on the ground that her father 
was insane. The detense made 


against her was a stinger. The pro- 


ponents of the will asserted that Col. 
Duncan cut his daughter out, not 
because his mind was addled, but be- 
cause he was shocked by ler actions 
with a former B: <ish army officer, 
Maj. Bulwer. — 

When the case car. to trial Mrs. 
Lewis was put under a cruel fire of 
questioning concerning her relations 
with Maj. Bulwer. It was a nine 
days’ sensation. 

The contention of insanity was based 
upon Col. Duncan's mania for law 
suits, upon his belief in his power of 
“the evil eye,”’ in his belief in his own 
ability to prophecy future events out 
of the Bible, in his predictions as to 
the end of the world, and the tidal 
wave that was to sweep Southern 
California into the sea—not to mention 
many other queer ideas. 

Judge Shaw does not waste words 
in his decision. He says, in part, 
that the court finds that: 


“Said Bianton Duncan, deceased, | 


was at the time of the making and 
signing of the purported will in- 
capable and incompetent to make 
testamentary disposition of his prop- 
erty by reason of his unsoundness of 
mind. 

“That sald deceased ~’as the vic- 
tim of insane delusions, which were 
the spontaneous productions of his 
own diseased mind, and which led 
him to believe in the existence of 
matters and things which did not 
exist, which beliefs no rational mind 
would entertain, and which were so 
firmly. fixed in his mind that neither 
argument nor evidence could convince 
him to the contrary. 

“That decedent was laboring under 
insane delusions involving his daugh- 
ter and sole helir-at-law; that said 
insane delusions relating to and con- 
cerning said wuaughter operated to, 
and did, cause the production of said 
will and said codicil.” | 

As conclusions of law the court finds 
that Mrs. ! wis ig the only surviving 
heir. and that the purported will and 
codicile are null and void. 

Judge R. B. Carpenter and Oscar 
Lawler repfesented Mrs. Lewis.

CARING FOR HOUSEHOLD PETS 


LADY who lives in the house next to us uses insect powder on her 
dog to keep fleas off of him. The dog’s hair is parted wherever 
a flea might hide on him, and the powder sprinkled on. It can be taken 
in the fingers and sprinkled on, being careful to wash the hands after 
using it. There is a soap called “flea and dog soap” on purpose to use 
on dogs. I do not advise the use of the insect powder on cats, as they 
might lick it off, and it is a deadly poison. : 

After the floor of a 
room is cleaned we put a teaspoonful of powdered alum in a quart of 
boijing hot -vater and pour it all around the edge of the floor, wiping it 
up with a clean cloth, frequently rinsing the cloth in hot water, and we 
seldom have a motn.

OF THESE there are brands and brands. Some tins turn out a superfluity of liquid, many unripe lumps 
and bits of skin mingled with the pulp. Note the name and address of the manufacturer, and avoid the “ 
“make” in future. The housewife who took advantage of the height of the season, and put up her own tomatoes, 
rejecting cores and hard pieces, and draining off half the juice, will fare best on this score now that winter 
drives her for fresh vegetables to “canned goods.” 2 : 


STEWED TOMATOES 


INCE a quarter of a small onion, and put with the tomatoes over the fire. Cook, after the boil is reached, 
fifteen minutes. Add then three tablespoonfuls of dry, tine crumbs, a tablespoonful of butter, and salt 
rook pepper to taste. Stew gently for five minutes more. Stir in a teaspoonful of sugar and pour into a deep 


BAKED TOMATO TOAST : 


_AKE a pint of tomatoes, with pepper and salt, and cook gently for fifteen minutes. Rub through a colan- 

der, and return to the fire. In another saucepan ‘ea’ a cupful of milk, with a tiny bit of soda; add 

two teaspoonfuls of butter, cut up in flour, and stir for one minute; put a teaspoonful of sugar with the to- 

mato; take from the fire and mix with the boiling milk. Pour at once upon slices of crustless bread, toasted 

and dipped into boiling salted water, then buttered and packed into a pudding dish. Cover and bake for ten 
minutes. It is palatable and wholesome. | | 


CREAMED TOMATO SOUP 


UT a cupful of (aired) tomatoes into a saucepan with half a small onion chopped fine, and cook half an 

hour after the boil begins. Strain, run through a colander, and return to the fire. Season with pepper 

salt and a teaspoonful ef-white sugar. Stir in by degrees two tablespoonfuls of butter, cut up and rubbed into 

two tablespoonfuls of flour. Have ready in another saucepan a pint of boiling milk, in which has been dis- 

solved a bit of soda not larger than a pea. Let the soup simmer for three miuutes after butter and flour go in, 

stirring well and often; pour into a tureen, add the boiling milk, mix well and send to table. If milk and toma- 
toes are boiled-together they will be likely to form a curdled compound, in spite of the soda. 


SCALLOP OF TOMATOES | 


RAIN off all the liquid that will come away. (Salted and peppered, it can be kept for a couple of days to be 
made into tomato sauce for chops, etc.). Sprinkle the bottom of a buttered pie or pudding dish with dry 
crumis, salted and peppered. Cover with a layer of the drained tomatoes; stick bits of butter in this, and 
sprinkle lightly with sugar. Fill the dish in this order. The top layer should be fine crumbs, seasoned and but- 
tered. Cover closely and bake half an hour. Then brown slightly upon the grating of the oven.

SEARCHLIGHT QUIET. 
Quartette and Southern Nevada Mines 
Temporarily Curtail Opcrations—Oro 


Grande Orders New Machinery. 


The Quartette and Southern Nevada 
companies, two of the largest operators 
in the Searchlight district, have been 
obliged to temporarily curtail their 
operations. Neither properties will be 
working full forces before January 1, 
Fully seventy-five men have been 
luid off. 

A twenty-eight-horse-power engine 
was shipped from this city recently 
fo the Southern Nevada. The same 
company is just completing a new 
electric plant. Besides lighting the 
property, considerable power will be 
developed. Manager Perew is now in 
the city for additional machinery. 

The inability te handle the ore is 
troubling the Quarteite. company's 
engine which hauls the ore from the 
mine to the mill on the Colorado River 
“died” recently, and as the haul is 
sixteen miles, the company finds itself 
up against it. A new carrier has becn 
ordered. 

CRO GRANDE'S NEW MACHINERY 

New machinery is belng ordered for 
the Oro Grarfde mines at Wickenburg. 
Among the additions to be made to the 
plant are a forty-horse-power hoist, 
alr’ compressor, machine drills, a dia- 
mond drill and other machinery. The 
first of the new machinery is expected 
on the eround within the next sixty 
days. The company is péanning for 
extensive development. 

A remarkable specimen of native 
copper was taken recently from_ the 
Cananea mine of the Greene Consolil- 
dated Copper Company. It weighs 
forty pounds, is about three and one- 
half feet long and some eighteen inches 
wide, thin and Irregular in shape. The 
copper evidently was melted by wol- 
canic heat, the metal running into 
crevices of native rocks.

The peril of 
‘frights in pregnancy must be some- 
thing more than popular supersti- 
tion, and seems to have been known 
already to ancestors of the elder 
Pliny.. “Serpents and other hideous 
creatures,” he says, “should not be ex- 
hibited in public unawares; there are 
cases of scared women having given 
birth to children with wolf-heads.” 

A similar belief prevails in Western 
Asia, and the Historian Weil mentions 
an Arab scholar “so ugly that stran- 
gers meeting him face to face were 
known to scream aloud with horror.” 
The Caliph ‘Abderahman patronized 
that paragon, and consulted him like 
an oracle every now and then, but 
finding him diginclined to wear a mask, 
sent out runners to herald his advent 
on the public street, “thus giving 
prospective mothers a fair chance to 
retire.” 

The father of the prophet, Moham- 
med, on the contrary. was besieged by 
applicants, who asked permission for 
a glance at his face—a fact mentioned, 
however, by the same chronicler who 
assures us that on the day of his nup- 
tials, several hundred virgins felt 
their hearts break and thus _ per- 
ished.”" 

The sichtecer story may witha! be 
founded on an actual occurrence, for 
similar scenes were witnessed in mod- 
ern Naples, whenever the singer Ca- 
parelli appeared in public. The scamp

There are .viragos * whore 
youngsters seem to wear a habitual 
scowl, just as Capt. Bougainville de- 
scribes one of the southern islands as 
“cheering visitors with the sight of 
ever. smiling ladies.” The natives of 
those isles celebrated life as a fes- 
tival, dances and foot races aliternat- 
ing with adequate sports; nature being 
generous enough to repay two or three 
working hours per week with abundant 
harvests. The other extreme can 
found in modern Sicily, where inces- 
sant toil, combined with constant self- 
denial, will scarcely enable a farmer 
to his taxes, not to mention tithes 
and doctor bills; misery far worse than 
that of our negro siaves, and aggra- 
vated by family feuds and the savage 
vendettas of lf a dozen different 
secret societies. Saints could not 
blame those taxpayers for being in a 
state of chronic rage, and painters like 
Guido, who visited playgrounds in 
quest of angel faces, should not pur- 
sue their studies scuth of Messina.

Gayety and beauty are cdégnate 
terms; the English word ‘brightness’ 
combines the two ideas: A signifi- 
cance that seems to have been appre- 
clated by a Duchess of Marlborough, 
who advised her son-in-law to take 
his wife out of town for a few months, 
and protect her against the risk of dis- 
tressing news and anything that could 
suggest ideas of gloom. | 

In countries where such ideas are 
systematically forced upon whole com- 
munities the attainment of beauty has 
become almost a lost art. Buddhism, 
“the worship of sorrow,” as it has been

REFUSED TO WORK ALONGSIDE 
_ NON-UNION CARPENTER. 
. Los Angeles Planing Mill Shut Down 
in Consequence—Manager Says it Will 


Stay Shut Down Some Time Unless 


Mutineers Back Out. 


Forty men and boys walked out of 
the Los Angeles Planing Mill yester- 
day morning; and the mill, one of the 
largest in the city, was silent through- 
out the day. It will continue so for a 
long time to e, says P. J. McDon- 
ald, principal owner and manager, un- 
less the union, which is responsible for 
the strike, changes its attitude. 

The whole trouble was caused by one 


lone bench carpenter, who wanted to 


earn an honest living at the trade 
which he has followed for several years 
honorably, in Los Angeles. On Monday 
he applied for a we and Mr. McDonald, 

zed no distinctions be- 
tween union and non-union workmen, 
questioned him regarding his ability 
only. He was referred to the mill fore- 
man and employed. 

The next day, Tuesday, the carpen- 
ter went to work, and showed a union 
membership card. The other men in 
the mill—they were all union—discov- 
ered that the card the carpenter had 
did not belong to him. 

Yesterday morning. just before start- 
ing up time, a number of the leaders 
among the workmen waited on Mr. 
McDonald and asked him to drop the 
carpenter. 

“They told me,’ said Mr. McDon- 
ald, “that they couldn't work wich him; 
that I must discharge him before they 
would consent to start up. I said to 
them then, and I repeat it now, that I 
will hold the mill up for a full year 
before [ will accede one fota to their 
demands, 

“If the union men that. were em- 
ployed here wish to work beside th's 
non-union bench carpenter they are at 
liberty to come back, as I have no fizht 
with the union: but otherwise I will re- 
tain the one man and let all the rest 
of them go: ' 

“At least three-fourths of the men 
begged me to reconsider my determina- 
tion, and said they wanted to stay with 
me, but such a course wag out of the 
question. It was a matter of principle 
with me, and since the issue was bound 
to come, I was glad that it came when 
it did. | 

“This is a very busy season for the 
mills, and we had on hand a great deal 
of work,. including time orders. But I 
believe that it will be possible to re- 
place the force I had. 

“If the men who went out are not 
back here by Friday morning they can- 
not work here at all.”

WEIGHTY PINION. 
Judge C, C. Bland of the Missouri 
Court. of Appeals has handed down a 
decision referring to the rights of 
capital and “labor to organize, in 
which he holds, in effect, that— 
(1.) A man without capital may 
labor or refuse to labor, so long as he 
keeps out of the poorhouse. 

(2.) Capitalists have the right to 
combine capital in productive enter- 
prises, and by lawful competition drive 
individual producers and small ones 
out of business. 

(3.) Laborers and artisans have a 
right to form unions and fight the 
combinations of capitalists by lawful 
means. 
This is, as our old friend Capt. Cut- 


tle would say, “an opinion as is an 


opinion.” There is probably no real 
question, either in law or in logic, as 
to the three propositions laid down 
by the learned judge. So fai as we 
have observed there has never been 
any serious denial of the rights re- 
ferred to in the decision. : 
That the man without capital may 
work or not, as he sees fit, so long 
as he has money enough to pay his ex- 
penses, and thus to avoid becoming a 
public charge, is a proposition which 
calls for no argument, as it is being 
exemplified every day in actual prac- 
tice. The right of capitalists tou com- 
bine, and to engage in “lawful” com- 
petition, the result of which may be 
to drive competitors out of business, 
is equally clear. And there is no dis- 
pute as to the right of laborers and 
artisans to combine into unions of 
other organizations, to oppose organi- 


means.” The trouble all comes from 
the fact that in each of the supposi- 
titious cases the parties do not always 
confine their operations to lawful 
means. This is, in point of fact, 
the crux of the whole question. If 
no unlawfil means were resorted to, 
there ‘ould be no occasion to appeal 
to the courts, and there would be no 
need for weighty judicial opinions to 
keep us posted as to where we are at. 

Judge Bland’s able opinion scems to 
amount in effect to a declaration that 
if the law is not violated, no offense 
against the law is committed. Surely 
it needs no Daniel to tell us this. 

The decision of this Missouri judge 
simply leaves the questions considerec 
precisely where they were before. 
Laborers do not violate the law by 
working or refraining from work; but 
when they attempt by violence or in- 
timidation to prevent others from 
working, they violate not only the 
statutory and constitutional laws, but 
the rights of man in the abstract. 
Cepitalists do not transcend their Ob- 
vious and canceded rights when they 
form lawful organizations and engage 
in lawful competition, even if that 
competition results in driving thelr 
competitors out cf business. But 
they do transcend their just rights 
when they resort to un!iawful prac- 
tices—as they often do-—for the pur- 
pose of throttling competition. In 
this case, as in that of the laborer. 
the offense lies solely in transgression 
of the law, and not'in fhe mere mat- 
ter of organization. And in the case 
of labor organizations, their offenses 
lie, not in forming organizations and 
fighting organizations of capital by 
lawful means, but in resorting to un- 
lawful means for the accomplishment 
of their purposes. 

There is one rule for capital and 
labor alike, and that is that the re- 
quirements of the law must be re- 
apected and observed. { Organizations 
of capital cannot be allowed to ig- 
nore or violate the law. Organiza- 
tions of labor cannot be allowed to 
ignore or violate the law. Whenever 
an organization of the one class or 
the other, or an individual of the one 
class or the other, Violates the law. the 
penalties prescribed by the baw for such 
violations must be inflicted, without 
fear or favor, with impartiality and 
thoroughness. 

If labor, by lawful organization, 
and employing lawful means, can get 


| the best of its competitors, it is fully 


entitled to the fruits of victory. If 
capital, by lawful organization, and 
employing lawful means, can get the 
best of its competitors, it Is fully en- 
titled to the fruits of victory. Sach 
victories, being the legitimate victories 
of peace, are not to be decried. If 
it he found that our laws are such as 
to give undue advantage to either 
capital or labor, in the unavoidable 
conflicts of industrial evolution, let the 
laws be so remodeled as ta eliminate 
the injustice, and to place all on an 
even footing before the law. , . 

But one fact must be made para- 
mount, and must bo impressed upon 
the minds of al! s® deeply that it will 
vemain indelibly fixed. This is thar 
the law must be obeyed by ali classes 
of citizens; by the capitalist as wel! 
as by the laborer. This one all-im- 
portant prerequisite to peare and 
progress being assured, we can fight 
out our industrial battles to a just 
and rational conclusion, without dan- 
ger to the permanence cf free insti- 
tutions, and witheut prejudice to the 
rights of man.

BACKBITING AND FAULT-FINDING 
AMONG POLITICIANS. —

Acerbity Marks Utterances of the 
Press of the Territory, Which is Di- 


vided on Necessity of Change and on 
Methods for Obtaining It. : 


Carping criticisms of past actio 
and genera! fault-finding with methods.

None of City’s Deserving Poor 


are Overlooked. 


Joy for Children of Poverty in 


neg?s and Sium 
Distzicts. 


When good old Saint Nick com- 
pleted his rounds at an early hour this 
morning not a child in Los Angeles 
had been overlooked, and there still 
was something left in the cheery ped- 
dler’s pack. 

No former Christmas, it is believed, 
has carried joy into the hearts of so 
many of those to whom the day by 
right belongs, and those who find 
pleasure in giving rather than in re- 
celving surely must be happy, for it 
is due to them that no little stocking 
or little stomach is unfilled today. 

More than the usual portion of gifts 
was distributed among the children of 
wealthy and well-to-do farilies, but 
the children of the poor and the lit- 
tle tots who have nelther father nor 
mother fared well, although, mayhap, 
a leg was missing from a doli or a 
head from a toy dog-that went to the 
latter. 

Charity flowed freely through every 
avehue provided for its passage. Gifts 
of money, toys, clothing and general 
supplies were placed with the Asso- 
ciated Charities, and with the, differ- 
ent institutions that minister to the 
poor and unfortunate. Wagons bear- 
ing supplies for a Christmas dinner, 
together with clothing and other need- 
ful articles, sought out the home of 
every family where poverty exists, and 
so complete and systematic has been 
the ‘canvass that no worthy case was 
overlooked except by accident. 

The deluge of good things was great- 
est at the Orphan Asylum and this- 
sions in the Mexican and other poor 
quarters. At some places there were 
fo many gifts that each of the in- 
mates had the treat of their lives.
